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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.SiC. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 1, 5-12 and 15-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Safian. 

Safian shows a package for dispensing a liquid product comprising an outer shell 
30, inner liner 32, dispensing structure 82 and open orifice 42. 

DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 2, 4, 12 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Safian 6,083,450. 

Safain discloses the claimed invention except for the specific area of the orifice. It 
would have been an obvious matter of design choice to modify Safian orifice area .0007 
to .0003 square inch and diameter 0.010 to 0.060 inch since such a modification would 
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involve a mere change in the size of a component. A change in size is generally 
recognized as being within the level of the ordinary skill in the art. 

Claims 3 and 13 are are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Safian 6,083,450 in view of Rose et al. 

Safian lacks the orifice rectangular. Rose et al show an orifice/vent opening 
rectangular 204 as a variant to a non rectangular opening 104. It would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to have modified the Safian orifice rectangular 
in shape as taught by Rose et al as an alternative equivalent means for allowing air 
flow. 

Safain discloses the claimed invention except for the specific size of the orifice. It 
would have been an obvious matter of design choice to modify Safian orifice size of 
about 0.125 inch by about 0.006 to 0.008 inch since such a modification would involve a 
mere change in the size of a component. A change in size is generally recognized as 
being within the level of the ordinary skill in the art. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-17 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 
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Safain 6719173 is cited because it is a parent. Davis et al., Hamamoto et al and 
Yoshimoto et al are cited to show further examples of a dispesner having an inner, outer 
container with a vent opening.
